Seek To Register 


RUSCHLIKON, Switzerland (BP) — 
Dissident Baptists in Russia are 
seeking-to register their churches with 
the government, a Russian .. Baptist 
leader said in an interview here with 
European Baptist Press Service. 


Arthur Mitzkevitch, associate gen- 
eral secretary of the All-Union Cofin- 
cil of Evangelicals Christians - Bap- 
tists, said here that if the dissenters 
do register, it will represent a turn- 
about from their previous refusal to 
follow government rules for religious 
bodies. 


Mitzkevitch, an official of the ma- 
jor Baptist organization in Russia 
which follows government regulations 
concerning religion, was in Rushlikon 
to attend a conference“of na- 
tional Baptist teaders from through- 
out Europe. 


The issue of government registra- 
tion has been a leading point of con- 
tention between dissident Baptists 
and the official Baptist group, report- 
ed European Baptist Press Service. 
The dissidents, sometimes known as 
the “‘initiatives,”’ split off from the of- 
ficial group in 1961. 2 

Dissidents have attacked the offi - 
cial Baptist movement for being 
“too subservient’ to the government 
over registration and other religious

restrictions. 


At the same conference one years 


ago, Mitzkevitch contrasted the-two 
Baptist groups in Russia, saying that 
the only difference was ‘‘on “meth- 
ods and on attitudes toward the laws 
of our country concerning _ religious 
societies."’ 


Following a meeting of the triennial 
congress of the All-Union Council last 
December, C. Ronald Goulding of 
London, secretary of the European 
Baptist Federation who was pres- 
ent, said that the congress welcomed 
back into fellowship a number of the 
dissenters. 


Even officials of the recognized 
Baptist group in USSR have acknow- 
ledged that dissenters are suffering 
hardships, the report indicated. 

Adocument recently distributed by 
a publication of the National Council 
of Churches of Christ in the U. S. A., 
called “Religion in Communist Dom- 
inated Areas,’’ reported in detail al- 
leged acts of persecution against 
dissenter Baptists. 

Dated November, 1969, the report 
was signed by the ‘First All - Union 
Conference of Relatives of Imprison- 
ed Members of the Church of Evan- 
gelical Christians -- Baptists.’’

No SBC Consensus On Leaving SBC on Doctrine, Poll R eveals 


NASHVILLE (BP)—If a Southern 
Baptist church member cannot com- 


articleg of faith, 56.5 per cent of South- 
ern Baptist pastors feel he should 
leave his church and either join. a 
church whose doctrine he more near- 
ly accepts or try to find one whose 
doctrine he can completely accept.

Both groups of Southern Baptist 
leaders were polled by Baptist VIEW- 
poll following a statement dealing with

Executive Committee in September, 
1969, Criswell asked how long the de-

Criswell- and Smith have” been at 
odds over literal interpretation of the 
Bible. Smith is secretary of the E. Y. 
Mullins Fellowship and active in the 
Association of Baptist Professors of 
Religion, organizations that both op- 
posed Criswell’s book last year on 
“Why I Preach That The Bible Is 
Literally True.” 

At the Southern Baptist C on ve nA- 
tion in New Orleans, Criswell, pastor 
of First Baptist Church in Dallas, 
defeated Smith for president of the 
SBC by a vote of 7,482 to 450. 

Smith, director of religious activi- 
ties for men and assistant professor 
of religion at the University of Rich- 
mond, said he had no immediate 
plans for the future, either in 
his choice of another position, or in 
a specific church. 

He pointed out in a telephone inter- 
view with Baptist Press in Nashville 
that he. was not leaving the church, 
but did not plan to remain in a Sou- 
thern Baptist church. 

He added he felt no bitterness tow- 
ard the denomination, for he .had 
found fulfillment and purpose in his 
work, especially with students. ‘‘But 
it is kind of like the Boy Scouts—it’'s 
a fine organization, but there comes 
a time to leave.

Health Exemption Ceases On July 


DALLAS — July 1, 1970, is the final 


date a Southern Baptist minister or 
church employee may join the Group 
Insurance Program without providing 
evidence of good health, an official 


of the Annuity Board Announced. 
According to Ransome Swords, ‘di- 
rector of Insurance Services of the 


Annuity Board, any application 
mailed by the July 1, deadline will 
be accepted. 


The Group Insurance Program, in- 
augurated last October, has two sep- 
arate schedules of benefits for life 
insurance, Swords said. Insurance 
benefits range from $5,000 to $60,000, 
depending on the schedule selected. 

He said the Program also provides 
a Long Term Disability Income Pro- 
tection benefit; one of the most fm- 


portant benefits available. During to 
tal disability, Plan will pay 60 p 
cent of monthly earnings (70 per cent 
if dependent Social Security is in 
volved) and may be.as much as $1, 
000 a month. 

In addition, Swords said both sch 
ules provide for accidental death 
dismemberment, plus insurance bene- 
fits for spouse and all children age 
14 days to 23 years. Texas residents 
are not eligible under Texas insurance 
laws for dependent coverage, Swords

Mbeya is a most enchanting place, 
perched at an altitude of some 5,000 
feet among the mountains and hills of 
southern Tanzania in East Africa.

There is a Swahilian New Testa- 
ment at each bedside plus extras to 
carry home! 

Tuberculosis-ridden skeletons, bare- 
ly living, find health and hope there. 
I've seen malnourished kids who were 
ell but dead nursed and prayed back 
to health. It gives me such a charge 
to see these patients who were once 
nearly lifeless leaving our hospital 


with big smiles on their facesy Many 
leave with a newly found Christ in 
their hearts. ‘ 

Hospital staffers also operate week- 
ly bush clinics where they preach the

gospel and give vitamin injections and 
antimalarial medication. At present 
we meet in a former pombe (beer) 
shop! It’s amazing how the Lord 
transforms people and buildings. 

About 40 miles from Mbeya is the 
Rungwe District, one of the most 
flourishing evangelistic areas I know. 
Would you believe 140 churches have 
opened there in the last ten years? 
Thése people are so h 
tive to the gospel message. A fellow 
jeurneyman once baptized 63 in one 
service. 2 

While in Mombasa, Kenya. I visited 
a Jain temple. People of all ages 
were offering sacrifices to various 
gods of brass, silver, gold and what-

Jacksonville Drama Reenacts Crucifixion

JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (BP) — The 
figure on the center cross appears 
beaten -and bloody. 

Sweat runs down his face. 

“Were you there when they crucifi- 
ed my Lord?’ the choir sings. 

Tears fall from the faces of women, 
children and som n, who are look- 
ing on. : 

The audience gets se emotion- 
ally to the real events of the death, 
burial and resurrection of Christ that 
some faint. Few leave unmoved. 

The drama which attracts thou- 
sands of persons each Easter was 
written by R. M. Coolidge, pastor .of 
Highlands Baptist Church, Jackson - 
ville, Fla. 

The actors, costume designers, di- 
rectors, propmen-and carpenters are 
some 200 members of the Highlands 
Church. 

“You feel as if you are there shar- 
ing the guilt and ugliness of the thing 
that is happening,’’ an observer said. 

This is the third year the church 
has sented the drama. Collidge 
wrote his script in 1951 while he serv- 
ed North Edgefield: Baptist Church, 
Nashville, Tenn:, as pastor. 

He introduced the drameto audi- 


ences in Jacksonville whenjhe becamé* ‘heresin (NerdyiPurser-ikes: comm engaged toaznarry, @ yung, policeman,, 


pastor of the Franklin Street Baptist 
Church. 

Since then the passion drama has 
become a part of the church’s minis- 
try. 

The Franklin Street Church contin- 
ues to presént the drama at sunrise 
each Easter from Coolidge’s original 
script. 

The drama is presented with ori- 
ginal scenery on and around a large 
sand dune where scenes take. 
in a semi-circle. 

“One man in the crowd of specta- 
tors became so involved during the 
crucifixion scene that he actually tri- 
ed to stop the cricifixion,”’ Collidge 
related. 

“Another blind man in the congre- 
gation standing with thousands of oth- 
er people. . .said, ‘This is the most 
beautiful thing I have ever seen,’”’ 
Coolidge added. 

The scenes are made as realistic 
as possible. ‘‘Even the donkeys coop- 
erate. Their ‘hee-haws’ add a touch 
of reality to the drama,” he said. 

In their helments and armos, act- 
ors playing Roman soliders gallop by 
‘on hdfseback. 

Phe” actors portraying Chrfst and 
the thieves appear ‘nailed to their 
crosses. The crosses have support 
bases for the feet. There are holders 
on the sides in which the actors slip 
their hands. 

“From a distance of ten feet, the 
audience cannot perceive that the ac- 
tors are not nailed to the crosses,” 
Coolidge said. 

In the scene where Christ is beaten, 
the whip ‘had a red substance within 
the leather and fake spikes. This 
substance makes red marks on_ the 


body that looks like blood and whelp 
marks. 


The spear thrown into the actor’s 
side is also a professional prop. A 
syringe on the point of the spear con- 
tains the red chemical substance us- 
ed in the beating scene. 

As the spear is thrown into the act- 
or’s padded side, what appears to 
be blood and water pour from the 
point into which the spear is tossed. 

“‘We believe that what people see 
makes an impression on the mind 
that is not svon forgotten,’’ Coolidge 
related. 

In one scene one of the thieves cru- 
cified with Jesus resists as the sold- 
iers try to nail him to his cross. The 
struggle adds graphic understanding 
to the horror of Christ’s death. 

Coolidge continues to add a scene 
or two each year. He introduced the 
scene where Judas hanged himself 
last year. It was so realistic that one 


of the actors screamed on impulse as 
the actor playing’ Judas leaped to his 
“death.”’ ‘

In Austria Teddy sought ernploy - 
ment with the Red Cross, who gave 
her room and board for sewing, cov- 
ering chairs, and cleaning. Shortly 
thereafter the young soldier who was 
guard at the gate of the post nearby 
asked the shy Hungarian girl for a 
date. They were married in 1947, and 
Teddy, now Mrs. John F. ‘Purser, 
came to Franklin Courty in 1948 to 
make her home.

Since the first new book was re- 
leased in May of 1969, a total of 686,- 
084 books and 117,644 teachers’ fuides 
have left the warehouse here, accord- 
ing to Herman L. King, director, pub- 
lishing division of the Southern Bap- 
tist Sunday School Board. 

Convention Press has, released 28 
books and 18 teachers’ guides between 
May, 1960, and February, 1970, relat- 
ed to changes in the Southern Baptist 
curriculum and planning .in the 70's. 

A Pynamic Church: Spirit and 
Structure the 70's tops the order 
110 copies ordered to date. 


book deals with basic 


warehouse since its release in July, 
1969. This book serves as a program 
manual for the Sunday School in a 
Southern Baptist church. 

The third most ordered book relat- 
ed to 70's planning is Adult Sunday 
School Work with 39,617 copies ship- 
ped. 

“The books related to the 70's have 

not hit the mass market yet, but al- 
ready they are selling at a .record 
pace,”’ King said.

acts‘ of healing. This served to vali- 
date the truth.of the gospel and of the 
reality of the living Lord. Some who 
had property sold their possessions in 
order to contribute to the physical 
needs of some of their number. This 
was completely voluntary. The Chris- 
tidns, for the time being, maintained 
the regular practices of Jewish wor- 


they met in homes of Christians for 
hospitality and fellowship and the 
sharing of food. Their sincerity and 
brightness and joy commended them 
to the populace generally. God was 
adding day by day to the church per- 
sons who were being saved. Worship 
and evangelism and fellowship were 
united in blessing and in power. 


Boldness in Witnessing 
” Verses 4: 13-22, 


The healing by Peter and “John of 
the lama beggar at the’ Temple“ gate~ “», 
proved that Christ was indeed @live in 
their midsty and working through 
them. The preaching of the resurrec- 
tion caused consternation to .the 
priests, largely Sadducees, who re- 
jected the doctrine of the resurrection 
of the dead. They caused Peter and 
John to be put in prison. overnight 
and called them before the Sanhedrin 
the day following for a hearing. 


The boldness of Peter and John was 
obvious. They were uneducated, in a 
formal sense, but they had a message 
and spirit which proved their relation- 
ship with Jesus. The leaders of the 
Sanhedrin could not deny the beggar’s 
healing, which was evidence of the 
power of God operating through the 
apostles — in reality, evidence, that 
Jesus was alive in them. This notable 
sign was known throughout Jerusalem. 
Peter and John could not be intimi- 
dated. ‘Though warned not to speak 
anymore in Jesus’ name, they openly 
declared, “We cannot but speak the 
things which we have seen and

relief of the poor. They even sold 
lands and houses and brought the pro- 
ceeds to the apostles for distribution to 
those in need. This sharing of prop- 
erty did not become a fixed practice. 
It was temporary. Barnabas is named 
as an example of unusual generosity. 
Luke tells us of the tragic effort of 
Ananias and Sapphira to appear more 
generous than they really were, the re- 
sult of which was a visitation of divine 
judgment in death. Luke tells further 
of a new outbreak of persecution’ The 
apostles rejoiced that they were count- 
ed worthy to suffer for the name of 
Christ; and they continued daily in 
the Temple and at home to teach and 
preach Jesus»Christ. The number of 
disciples continued to increase to the 
extent that many priests became obe- 
sient to the faith and thus a part of 
the growing church.

History has always known men who have dared td be different. In the 


Bible, there are stories of men who heard the voice of God as He spoke 

~ to them in their particular situation and who, when they had heard, gave 
themselves over to a new way of lifé. Their response would not let them 
walk according to the ways of the world. 


Caleb was such a man. When the Children of Israel 
were camped in the wilderness of Paran, Moses sent twelve 
spies to search out the land of Canaan and to then report 
back to him and to the people. Caleb was one of those 
chosen to perform this task. Upon the completion of their 
mission, ten of the spies recommended -that they not try 
to enter because of the number and size of the people who 
lived there. 

Joshua and Caleb, however, brought a minority report 
that urged the people forward because of the promise of 
God to be with them and to fight for them. The» Children 
of Israel accepted the report of the majority and’ decided not to try to enter 
the land. As a result of their unwillingness to follow God fully, they were 
forced to wander in the wilderness for years while many died. In this ef- 
fort, Caleb dared to be different. When the people rejected his plea, he 
persisted in his efforts. In later years, he found some comfort in the fact 
that he had followed the will of God for his life. Hear his words as he 
speaks of that incident, ‘‘I wholly followed the Lord my God.” 

The .world of the seventies is in no better mood to accept another mi- 
nority report than was the world in the day of Caleb. Ours is a world of 
revolution and change. Social concepts are no sooner learned than they are 
replaced. Moral Values are in such a state of flux that the church is having 
a problem relating Biblical truths in a way that people’ will see them as 
relevant to man’s needs and accept them as a way of life. Political propa- 
gandists of every flavor are grappling for the minds of young and old alike. 
The population explosion is accompanied by an overgrowth of evil through- 
out the world. 

In this situation, if the. Christian is to maintain any significant degree 
of integrity in his life, he must be a man of conviction; convictions that 
compel him to walk in a different way. He cannot, however, be a man of 
just any convictions! We can readily see that not all convictions are equally 
right or of equal value. 

How then, does one come to convictions that are both true and com- 
pelling in their demands upon one’s life? True and lasting convictions are 
available to man through a personal relationship to Jesus Christ that leads 
to faithful study of the Bible. As one does this, the Holy Spirit leads and 
the convictions that we gain in any area of life will be of the greatest value. 
Today as nver before, the world_needs to see men who will march to the 
tune of a different Drummer.
